A most remarkable stroke of 'is'ntn;n2 


occurred in the Camp Fulle; Unmade, near 
Rossville, Go., on t>^ i4tn ult., killing and 
wounding about fifteen soldiers, aud tilling 
and shocking severely several teams, a des- 
oriptioa of wMch may be interesting to 
your readers. 


Mr. Pollock, regimental wagonmaster, a 


ftctentifio gentleman, who observed the be> 
ginning ol the storm closely, relates that 
at about six o'clock, P. M. tbe heavy clouds 
gathering in the west divided, aod one 
part passed southward and the other passing 
northward, both emitting lightning and 
rain, and finally coming together again 
right over the Ib'th army corps, camped on 
the high bills on the south bank ot the 
Chattihoochie, at Rossville bridge. 
At 


the moment of the union ot1 the two clouds, 
the most vivid aud incessant flashes of 
lightning were emitted, followed by thun- 
der-peals almost equaling our own cannon,, 
•wi:h deafening, stunning—almost appalling 
effect. 


Tho discharge that did the principal dam- 


age in tho 18th legimeut Missouri Infantry, 
an observer relates, descended from the 
cloud at a very low altitude, and shot across 
tbe road, a iurid, horizontal volume of flame, 
about the thickness of a man's body. It 
struck a tail oak about ninety feet hi<*h 
aud thirty inches thick, on a high poiut of 
ground, aud descended, splitting it irom 
the heart, but throwing no splinters.

the base of the tree, where a large number 
of soldiers had bivouacked, the fluid seem ed 
to leave the tree and its roots, and dar'L out 
in every direction in a great nuu'.'ner of 
Jari-i jets, similar to those of a lavge maso 
of pig iron at a white beat umier Cue trip 
hammer, except, instead of flying 'm sparks, 
they were iu continuous streams.
